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Search Team Update 

I want to give the congregation an update on the activities of 
the Search Team and our hope for 2012. We have all enjoyed 
the blessing that God has sent us in Pastor Linda. Her back to 
the basics approach has given us all new energy and strength- 
ened our faith in God and each other. The team has used this 
energy to fuel our search for a new Senior Minister. 

The team has met seven times since the beginning of the sum- 
mer.
